PREAMBLE 

Swedish Assistance under the Indo-Swedish Develop- 
ment Co-operation Agreement, 1981, consists of two seg- 
ments (i) general imports and (ii) imports from Sweden. In 
the case of the first segment, imports can be effected from 
anywhere in the world on the basis of competitive global 
tendering but in the case of the second segment, the imports 
can be effected or services can be obtained only from 
Sweden i.e. the goods must be manufactured in Sweden. 

IMPORT LICENCE 

1. He import licence will be issued on CIF basis, with 
an initial validity period of four months for contracting and 
twelve months for completion of shipments as well as pay- 
ments. All shipments must bo completed within a month from 
the expiry of the licence. 

2. Each import licence will bear a superscription. “Indo- 
Swedish Development Cooperation Agreement, 1981— Ge- 
neral Imports or "Indo-Swedish Development Cooperation 
Agreement, 1981*— Imports from Sweden as the case may be, 
the suffixes in the licence code classification number will be 
“R|SW‘. These will also be repeated In the letter from the 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports forwarding the im- 
port licence. 

3. Within a fortnight of the receipt of the import licence, 
the importer should intimate to the Department of Economic 
Affairs (IA Section) the fact of receipt of the import licence 
indicating the number, date and value of the import licence 
and likely date by which the contract documents would be 
furnished - 

4. The condition regard ing cont racting shall n ot b e deemed 
to ha ve been c omplied with unless com plet e contract do cu- 
ments, a s prov ided in para 21 bel ow, are fur nished w ithin 
the stipulated period of four months. 

5. Where thi» stipulation is not complied with within four 
months, the import licence will bo deemed to have become 
invalid. 

6. The import licence may, however, be revalidated on 
an application by the party, wherein the reasons for not 
complying with the requirement in time should be stated. The 
request for revalidation would be • considered by the licensing 
authority Oh merits and the licence will be revalidated for 
contracting for. a further period not exceeding two months. 
Any revalidation beyond this period will require the prior 
approval of the Department of Economic Affairs (1A Sec- 
tion). 

CONTRACTING 

7. A contract will normally comprise an Agreement 
signed by both the parties viz. the Indian importer and the 
foreign supplier or it may comprise the order placed by 
the Indian importer and the letter of acceptance by the 
foreign supplier thereof in unequivocal terms. Orders on 
Indian Agents of the Overseas Suppliers and|or order con- 
firmation by such Indian Agemts are not acceptable. 

8. A contract comprising a series of correspondence bet- 
ween the two parties frequently amendlnglrevising the various 

©visions will not be fttaeraUv accepted. In such cases, it 
necessary to prepare a final document including therein the 
terms agreed to and signed M S9Ch by both the parties, 

9. Normally, one contract, on the basis of firm prices, 
hjM to be entered into with the foreign supplier for the uhole 
amount of the lioence. However, If, for special reasons, con- 
clusion of more than one contract becomes necessary, prior 
pertnftaioh Of the Department of Economic Affairs should be 
obtained, giving reasons for doing so. 

TERMS OF CONTRACT 

General 

10. The Importers in the private sector are lequlred to 
place the contracts on C.I.F. or C&F basis, They should 


Contract must be entered only on C&F basis, by a Gov- 
ernment agency or a public sector undertaking. 

If any importer desires to enter into a contract on f.o.b. 
basis, the party should seek prior permission of the Deport- 
ment of Economic Affairs, (IA Section), Ministry ol finance. 
New Delhi giving reasons for doing so. 

11. If any commission is to be paid to the Indian agents 
of the foreign supplier, it will be shown separately from tho 
value of the contract. The Indian agent’s commission will be 
paid in India, rupees but will be set off against the total 
value of the import licence. 

12. The value of the contract should be expressed in the 
currency in which, the payment is to be made to the foreign 
supplier. The conversion of these amounts into Rupees shall 
be made at the rates of exchange notified by the Department 
of Revenue (Customs) under Section 15 of the Customs Act, 
1962, and prevailing on the date Of issue of the import 
licence. 

Value Limit* of Contracts 

13. The value of each contract should not be less than 
for an amount equivalent to Rupee* seventy-fiye thousand 
(Rs. 75,000). 

Origin of Goods 

14. (i) In the case of the first segment, i.e. general imports 
segment, referred to in the preamble, imports can be made 
from any country without restriction and should, as far a* 
practicable, be on the international competitive basis, 

(11) Under the second segment i.e. imports from Swedish 
referred to in the preamble, the goods should be manufac- 
tured in Sweden or the services to be rendered should be 
o# Swedish origin. A stipulation as to the Swedish manufac- 
turing of goods or Swedi s h origin of service s shall b e in- 
c orporated In the contract. 

(iii) The licensee ahoqld, while submitting the contract 
documents referred to In para 21(iii) below, furnish a state- 
ment of the bids received and the reasons for selecting the 
particular supplier and goods. 

Shipment* 

15. The contract should spell out delivery Ishjpping sche- 
dule* in specific terms Indicating the month, of each such 
delivery|shipments, a# closely as possible. 

Any subsequent deviation from the shipping schedule should 
be promptly notified to the Ministry of Finance, Department 
of Economic Affairs, IA Section, North Block, New DelhL 

Payment Terms 

16. The Swedish assistance does not provide for deferred 
payments. Full payment will, therefore, be made to the 
foreign supplier in cash against shipments as Indicated In the 
following paragraph*. 

17. Advance Payments: An advance payment uptO a 
maximum of 10 per cent of the FOB price of the supplies 
can be provided at the time of the contact coming into force. 
In the case of any deviation in this regard, prior approval of 
the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs 
(IA Section) should be obtained. 

18. Other payments The amount left after the above pay- 
ment will be payable nro-rata according to the value of goods 
covered by each shipment, on the basis of the shipping 
schedule. 

19. It should specifically be ensured that the terms of 
payment, e.g, amount payable on the contract becoming 
effective, and that payable against shipments etc, are set 
out In precise terms In the contract with details showing the 
schedule of dellverieslrayments etc. 
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Customary Guurantw 

20. The importer may arrange and pr-orue for jp the agree- 
ment customary guarantce(s) which may he necessary for 
safeguarding his interest. 

Details of Contract Documents Required to be Submitted 

21. Within 20 days of the conclusion of the contract, ti e 
importer should send a letter accompanied by the billowing 
documents to the Ministiy of Finance, Department of Eco- 
nomic Affairs (IA Section), North Block, New Delhi. 

(i) Four certified copies of the contract and r ny further 

amendment(s) duly executed in English language 
and signed by both the Indian importer and the 
foreign supplier. 

(ii) Two photostat copies of the import licence (Exchange 

Control copy) valid for contracting on the date of 
execution of the contract Jacceptance by foreign sup- 
plier of the order placed by the importer. 

(iii) Statement of bids mentioned in para 14(iii) above. 

(iv) Other particulars stipulated in Annexure I, in dupli- 

cate. 

The contract will be processed only after all these docu- 
ments have been furnished by the importer. 

Letter of Authority 

22. If the contract is complete, the documents etc, a r c in 
order, the import licence is valid for contracting and is con- 
sidered eligible for financing under the Indo-Swedish Deve- 
lopment Co-operation Agreement, 1981, Ministry of Finance. 
Department of Economic Affairs will issue a letter of autho- 
rity as in Annexure II. 

Method of Payments 

23. (i) Payment to the foreign suppliers is arranged through 
normal banking channels by establishing a letter of credit. 

(ii) The Indian importer will establish a letter of credit 
only after the letter of authority referred to in the preceding 
paragraph has been issued by the Ministry of Finance; the 
letter of credit will strictly be in accordance with provisions 

* of the letter of authority. 

(iii) The auth orise d deale rs in fo reign exchange (Indian 

banke rs ) will not provide facilitie s for establishing a letter 
of credi t to any Indian importer unless a fetter of authority 
in jhis regard has been rece ived by th em d irect from the 
Ministry of Finance and Indian banker will piovidc such 
facilities or allow remittances only in accordance with the 
instructions contained in such a letter of authority. 

24. It will be responsibility of the foreign banker with 
whom the letter of credit has been established, to forward

Note : These arrangements do not absolve the licencee 
of his responsibility to ensure that all forms ‘Al’ 
axe despatched promptly by his bank to the Ministry 
of Finance. 

Refunds 

26. If any refunds are received by thp Indian importers 
from the foreign supplier or the insurer, a full report show- 
ing the amounts received, together with relevant particulars 
should be sent to the Controller of Aid Accounts (t Audit, 
Ministry of Finance in the form given in Annexure ID. 

Reporting of Actual Payments, etc., by the Indian Importers 

27. The Indian importers should invariably report to the 
Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs, UCO Bank Building, Parlia- 
ment Street, New Delhi as and when actual payments against 
individual contracts are made by them to the overseas sup- 
plier. While reporting the payments, the imports; should 
also Indicate briefly the purposes to which the equipment im- 
ported against each contract has beenlis being, put to. 
These reports should be sent to the Controller of .Aid Ac- 
counts & Audit, Ministry of Finance, Department o[ Econo- 
nuc Affairs, UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street, New 
Delhi within one week of the actual payments having been 
made. 

MISCELLANEOUS
